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EC TRADE NOTES 


The EUROPEAN COMMUNITY COMMISSION has modestly increased the 
amount of aid granted for the use of nonfat dry milk (NFDM) in feed for ani- 
mals other than calves in an apparent attempt to boost participation in this 
program. The level of aid was increased from 92 ECU's per ton to 94. EC 
NFDM ending stocks in 1982 are now estimated at between 550,000 to 600,000 
tons, compared with 385,000 in June 1982. This action seems to confirm that 
the initial program for using more NFDM in feed has not been as successful 
as desired and that NFDM stocks are still building. This program could also 
eventually have an impact on EC utilization and imports of soybeans, soymeal 
or other feed ingredients. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


SPAIN increased the turnover tax rate on domestically produced 
soybean meal by about 15.5 percent on December 29. The rate applied to the 
sale of imported soybean meal is unchanged. Spanish soybean crushers have 
protested this action on grounds that it penalizes domestic meal and encour- 
ages imports. To remain competitive, Spanish crushers will have to reduce 
prices by $1.30 to $1.60 per ton, representing a loss of close to $5 million 
in 1983. Reportedly, however, this discriminatory tax treatment is not 
likely to reduce the market for domestically produced soybean meal signifi- 
cantly, nor consequently the market for imported soybeans. Soybean oil for 
domestic consumption is not taxed because it is purchased by the government, 
and the tax on exported oil is refunded. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


CANADA reportedly does not expect to impose beef import controls 
during 1983. Canada's minimum access agreed to in the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade will be 143.6 million pounds this year. 


Imports are currently estimated at 130 million-135 million 
pounds. New Zealand and Australia are Canada's largest suppliers. During 
January-November 1982 the United States supplied just under 8 million pounds 
of fresh, chilled or frozen beef and veal. Canada makes a new import esti- 
mate each quarter. 
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In DENMARK, a new outbreak of foot and mouth disease was con- 
firmed on the Island of Funen on January 14. The same island had an out- 
break between March and June 1982. Reportedly, all animals on the affected 
farm have been destroyed and the area isolated. In addition, a ban on live- 
stock sales and commercial slaughter has been applied to the Island of Funen. 


Last spring's outbreak caused several countries, including Japan 
and the United States, to ban pork imports from Denmark. Prior to this 
latest outbreak, Japanese pork importers had been pushing for an early lift- 
ing of the ban. However, with the new outbreak, that ban will likely be ex- 
tended. 
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Total wool production during 1983 in SELECTED COUNTRIES, which 
account for 70 percent of world production, is expected to change little 
from 1982. Drought in Australia is expected to cut production by 3 percent, 
while improved pasture conditions and record sheep inventories are expected 
to result in a near 5-percent increase in New Zealand's wool production. In 
the other selected countries, wool production is expected to show little 
change. Data are as follows in 1,000 tons.

TOBACCO 


The 1983 tobacco crop in the DOMINICAN REPUBLIC is estimated at 43,300 
tons, about equal to last season's output. Harvested area is also expected 
to remain about the same as in 1982 at 35,400 hectares. An outbreak of blue 
mold disease for the third consecutive season is expected to keep yields at 
the same low level as the past two seasons. The government and the Tobacco 
Institute have distributed 36 tons of free fungicides to small tobacco 


growers in response to the current season's outbreak. 
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The SOVIET UNION's 1982 tobacco crop is forecast at 300,000 tons 
(295,000 tons of oriental and 5,000 tons of Makhorka), according to the U.S. 
agricultural counselor in Moscow. Higher harvest levels in 1982 were the 
rates of improved weather and slightly larger estimated area of 186,000 
ectares. 


According to Soviet statistics, the 1981 tobacco harvest--at 
273,000 tons--was the lowest in seven years. Earlier estimates in a recent 
Soviet tobacco journal placed the crop at 280,000 tons (excluding Mak- 
horka). This was down from the 1980 crop because of drought. 


SUGAR 


WEST GERMANY's sugar production from the just completed 1982/83 
harvest was 3.6 million tons, raw value, only 3 percent below the record 
1981/82 level. Both beet yields and sugar content were higher than the pre- 
yous season's, partially offsetting the effects of an 8-percent smaller 

eet area. 


FRUITS AND NUTS 


Inclement weather and disease problems significantly lowered 
WORLD output of most major tree nuts during 1982. World almond production, 
previously estimated at 258,300 tons (shelled basis), has been lowered to 
248,900 tons as a result of smaller than anticipated crops in the United 
States and Portugal. This revised estimate represents a 19-percent decline 
from the record world crop of 305,900 tons a year earlier. 


World filbert production is now placed at 385,800 tons (in-shell 
basis), up slightly from the September 1982 forecast of 382,900 tons but 22 
percent below world output in 1981. The production estimate for Turkey, the 
world's leading producer of filberts, remains unchanged at 250,000 tons-- 
down more than a third from the record crop of last season. 


Spurred by a record crop in the United States, world pistachio 
production in 1982 is now expected to reach 64,600 tons (in-shell basis), 8 
percent greater than the November 1982 estimate of 59,900 tons, but 23 per- 
cent below the record world harvest of 84,100 tons during 1981. 
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Based on current estimates, 1982 was a record year for walnut 
production with world output forecast to reach 272,100 tons (in-shell ba- 
sis). The U.S. crop has been revised upward and is now expected to equal 
ts record 204,100 tons produced last season. Data are as follows in 1,000
